FIND CONKRIGHT"

Jury in a Body Visits 
Girl’s Deathbed. 


GUILTY: 18 YEARS | 


At 1 o'clock this morning the 
Conkright jury returned a verdict 
of guilty after having been out 
since 10:30 last night. The jury 
from time to time stood, 6 and 6 
and 7 to 5 for conviction.

Germany will be required to pay 
$486,000,000 annually for a certain pe- 
riod; then $972,000,000 anrfually over 
another designated period; then $1,458,- 
000,000 annually for a third period. The 
entire time for these payments will ap- 
proximate forty-two years, as the Bou- 
logne agreement provided.

ent medicines. 

Dozens of other proprietary medi- 
the manufacturers? of which 
_have done a huge business since prohi- 
‘bition was installed, will be added to 
the list, Mr. Stone said. 
mushroom business in ‘easy to’ 
take’ medicines which were sold as| 
substitutes sprang up when it 
was learned alcohol could be used for 
manufacturing purposes,” Mr. Stone 
said. “In the last six months of 1920, 
my office granted 5,000 permits in Ili- 
nois alone.” 

Medicines Barred by Order. 

The medicines hit by the Washing- 
ton order are: “Wine of Pepsin,” 
“Wine of Beef,” “Elixir of Pepsin,” 
“Elixir of Terpin Hydiate,” and 
“Spirit of Ether (Hoffman's Drops).” 
Many of these are said to have almost 
as high a percentage of alcohol as 
whisky. During the last six months 
many cases of such remedies have 
been discovered in saloons.

In only two southern cities, however, 
Louisville, Ky., and Nashville, Tenn., 
has there been. a decrease in the col- 
ored population during the last ten 
years, as against an increase in the 
decade from 1900 to 1910, and figures 
so far avallable show a movement of 
the Negroes to the large industrial 
towns in every state and away from 
the remmaed cities and agricultural dis- 
tricts. - 
Farm Only? 

Whether the great increase in the 
Negro population of the large cities 
is due mainly to an exodus from the 
south or largely to the migration of 
Negroes from the rural parts of north- 
ern states to the industrial centers 
cannot be stated definitely until the 
complete population figures of the 
states by races are available. 
_ Delaware is the only state for which 
figures are now available and there, 
although the Negro population of 
Wilmington has increased by 1,670, or 
18 per cent, in the last ten years as 
against a decrease of 655, or 6.7 per 
cent, in the previous decade, the total 
Negro population of the state shews 
a decrease of 840, or 2.7 per cent, as 
an increase of 484, or 1.6 
cent, from 1900 to 1910. 

Chicago Increase 65,491. 
In Chicago, the Negro population in- 
creased 65,491, or 148 per cent, but in 
Springfield it dropped from 2,961 to 
2,769 in the last ten years, as against 
an increase of 734 from 1900 to 1910. 
In East St. Louis the rate of increase 
was lower in the last ten years than 
in the previous decade. 
In St. Louis, Mo. the Negro popula- 
tion increased 25,643, or 658 per cent, 
whild in Topeka, Kan., there was a de- 
crease of 241, or 5.3 per cent.
